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DETAILED ACTION

The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

6. The information disclosure statement filed 5/21/04 fails to comply with 37 CFR
